Perseid Meteor Shower 2002 


EISFK reports an about average meteor shower this year working 17 stations, 15 of 
these were on FSK441, 1 on high speed CW at 2500 letters per minute and 1 on 
random SSB. Contacts were made between the Ist and 18th of August. Countries 
worked on 144 MHz include Germany, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Poland, Slovenia, 
Italy, Portugal and France in 16 locator squares. Most of these contacts were worked 
with 50 watts and a 13 element yagi horizontally polarised. More details including
